Whereas the draft of the following rule further to amend the Karnataka Civil Services Rules was published as 
required by clause(a) of sub-section-(2) of Section 3 read with section 8 of the Karnataka Civil Services Act, 1978 
(Karnataka Act 14 of 1990) in Notification No. FD 03 SRA 2009 dated 24 th August 2010 in Part IVA of the Karnataka 
Gazette dated 26 th August 2010 inviting objection and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within 
fifteen days from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

Whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on dated 26 th August 2010. 

And whereas, no objections and suggestions have been received by the State Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section(l) of Section 3 read with Section 8 of the 
Karnataka State Civil Services Act, 1978 (Karnataka Act 14 of 1990), the Government of Karnataka hereby makes the 
following rule, namely:- 

RULES 

1. Title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Civil Services 
(5 th Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 8.- In rule 8 of the Karnataka Civil Services Rules (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
after clause (10), the following shall be inserted, namely:-

8. Insertion of new rule 291 G.- After rule 291-F of the said rules the following new rule shall be deemed to have 
been inserted with effect from the 1“ day of September, 2003, namely: - 

“291(G).- In respect of Government Servant who retire from Service on or after 1st day of September 2003 
Pension shall be calculated at fifty percent of 'emoluments’ drawn by him at the time of his retirement. The amount of 
pension so arrived at shall be related to the maximum qualifying service of 66 completed six monthly periods. For a 
Government Servant who, at the time of his retirement, renders a qualifying service of 20 completed six monthly periods 
or more but less than 66 completed six monthly periods the amount of his pension shall be in such proportion of the 
maximum admissible pension, as the qualifying service rendered by him, is to the maximum qualifying service of 66 
completed six monthly periods. 

Provided that the Government servant retired or died while in service between date of 01.09.2003 and 
08.09.2006 shall be eligible for financial benefits only from 22.10.2007”. 

9. Insertion of new rule 293 F. After rule 293-E of the said rules, the following new rule shall be deemed to have 
been inserted with effect from 1 st day of July 2005, namely:-., 

“293 F.- (1) In the case of a Government servant who has completed not less than ten six monthly period of 
qualifying service the amount of retirement gratuity payable under these rules shall be equal to 1 /4 lh of the emoluments 
for each completed six monthly period of qualifying service, subject to a maximum of 16 Vi times of the emoluments. The 
amount of retirement gratuity thus calculated shall be subject to maximum of rupees three lakhs. 

(2) In the event of the death of a Government servant the death gratuity admissible under these rules shall be at the 
following rates, namely:- 


Length of qualifying service 

Rate of gratuity 

(1) Less than one year 

Two times emoluments 

(2) One year or more but less than 5 years 

Six times of emoluments 

(3) Five years or more but less than 20 years 

Twelve times of emoluments 

(4) 20 years or more 

Half of emoluments for every completed six monthly 
period of qualifying service subject to maximum of 33 
times of emoluments provided that the amount of death 
gratuity shall in no case exceed Rs.3.00 lakhs. 


Explanation:- The term “emoluments” for purpose of calculating various retirement and death benefits and 
family pension shall mean the basic pay drawn by a Government Servant in the scale of pay applicable to the post held by 
him on the date of retirement or death and also include, - 

(a) Stagnation increment, if any, granted to him above the maximum of the scale of pay; 

(b) Personal pay, if any, granted to him under sub-rule(3) of rule 7 of the Karnataka Civil Services (Revised Pay) 
Rules, 2007; and 

(c) Additional increment granted beyond the maximum of the time scale of pay in terms of Government Order No.FD 
13 SRP 2002 dated 9 th May, 2002”. 

10. Insertion of rule 297-E.- After rule 297-D of the said rules, the following new rule shall be Inserted, namely: - 

“297 D.- In respect of retirement or death of a Government Servant while in service on or after 1 st day of July, 
2005, the minimum pension shall be Rs.2,250/- per month and the maximum pension shall be Rs. 19,950/- per month in 
respect of following kinds of pension, namely:- 

(i) Superannuation Pension; 

(ii) Retiring Pension; 

(iii) Invalid Pension; 

(iv) Compensation Pension; 

(v) Compassionate Allowance. 
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Provided that in case of the Government servant retired or died while in service between 01.07.2005 and 
31.03.2006 the above benefit shall be notional and but not monetary.”

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and Commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Municipalities (Election of Councillors) 
(Amendment) Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Insertion of new rules 22A, 22B, 22C, and 22D,- In the Municipalities (Election of Councillors) Rules, 1977 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules) after rule 22, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“22A.Particulars of account of election expenses under section 16A.- (1) The candidate or his election agent shall 
maintain the account of election expenses under section 16A in Form 11A, which shall ordinarily contain the following 
particulars in respect of each item of expenditure on day to day basis, namely:- 

(a) date on which the expenditure was incurred or authorised; 

(b) the nature of expenditure (as for example, traveling, postage or printing and the like); 

(c) the amount of the expenditure with break up of,- 

(i) the amount paid; 

(ii) the amount outstanding; and 

(iii) date of payment; 

(d) the name and address of the payee; 

(e) the serial number of vouchers, in case of amount paid; 

(f) the serial number of bills, if any, in case of amount outstanding; 

(g) the name and address of the person to whom the amount outstanding is payable. 

(2) A voucher shall be obtained for every item of expenditure unless from the nature of the case, such as postage, 
travel by rail and the like, it is not practicable to obtain a voucher. 

(3) All vouchers shall be lodged along with the account of election expenses, arranged according to the date of 
payment and serially numbered by the candidate or his election agent and such serial numbers shall be entered in the 
account under item (e) of sub rule (1). 

(4) It shall not be necessary to give particulars mentioned in item (e) of sub-rule (1) in regard to items of expenditure 
for which vouchers have not been obtained under sub-rule (2). 

(5) Every Candidate shall make a declaration in Form 11B, while lodging his Statement of expenditure before the 
Returning officer and the Returning officer shall acknowledge the same in Form 11C. 

22B. Notice by Returning officers.- The Returning officer, shall within two days from the date on which the account 
of elections has been lodged by a candidate under section 16-B of the Act, cause a notice to be affixed on the notice board 
of the office, specifying,- 

(a) the date on which the account has been lodged; 

(b) the name of candidate; and 

(c) the time and place at which such account can be inspected. 
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22C. Report by the returning officer as to the lodging of the account of election expenses and the decision of 
the State Election Commission thereon.- (1) As soon as may be after the expiration of the time specified in section 16-B 
of the Act for lodging of the accounts of election expenses at any election, the returning officer shall report to the Election 
Commission,- 

(a) the name of each contesting candidate; 

(b) whether such candidate has lodged his account of election expenses and if so, the date on which such account 
has been lodged; and 

(c) whether in his opinion such account has been lodged within the time and in the manner required by the Act and 
these rules. 

(2) Where the returning officer is of the opinion, that the account of election expenses of any candidate has not been 
lodged in the manner required by the Act under these rules, he shall with every such report forward to the State Election 
Commission the account of election expenses of that candidate and the vouchers lodged along with it. 

(3) Immediately after the submission of the report referred to in sub-rule (2), the Returning officer shall publish a 
copy thereof by affixing the same on the notice board. 

(4) As soon as may be after the receipt of the report referred to in sub-rule (2), the State Election Commission shall 
consider the same and decide whether any contesting candidate has failed to lodge the account of election expenses 
within the time and in the manner required by the Act and these rules. 

(5) Where the State Election Commission decides that a contesting candidate has failed to lodge his account of 
expenses within the time and in the manner required by the Act under these rules, it shall by notice in writing call upon 
the candidate to show cause why he should not be disqualified under section 16C of the Act for such failure. 

(6) Any contesting candidate who has been called upon to show cause under sub-rule (5) may within twenty days of 
the receipt of such notice submit in respect of the matter, a representation in writing to the State Election Commission, 
and shall at the same time send to the returning officer a copy of his representation together with a complete account of 
his election expenses if he had not already furnished such an account. 

(7) The Returning officer shall, within five days of the receipt thereof, forward to the State Election Commission a 
copy of the representation and the account (if any) with such comments as he deems fit, to make thereon. 

22D. Maximum limit of election expenses under section 16A.- (1) The maximum limit of the expenditure that may 
be incurred by each candidate or his election agent, in connection with the election, shall not exceed,- 

(a) in respect of City Municipal Councils rupees 2.00 lakhs: 

(b) in respect of Town Municipal Councils rupees 1.50 lakhs; and 

(c) in respect of Town Panchayaths rupees 1.00 lakhs”
